CHILD LABOH LAW 




There seems to be a misunder- 
standing of the .Kentucky Child 
Labor Law and its provision re- 
lating to the employment of 
children during vacation. 

The following extract from the 
state Jaw, explains the situation : 

"If you have your own or apy 
other child between 14 and 1^ 
years of age, working for you at 
any time of the year, in. or in 
connection with a factory, mill, 
workshop, mercantile establish- 
ment, theatre, notion picture or 
in the distribution of messages or 
the transmission of merchandise 
without a permit from the super- 
intendent of schools, you ai-e 
l>reaking the child labor law. 

"If you have your own or any 
other child working for you who 
claims to be past 16 pears of age 
and it is proved that such child is 
not 16, you have broken the child j 
labor law. The child's word, or 
the parent's, or the child's ap- 
pearance, is not proof." 

There have been no' violations 
reported in Richmond or vicini- 
ty and no difficulty has ever been 
experienced from this source.
